as to justify a statute of extermination 
However, the great question is, Can 
the sparrow be exterm inated? 
it is cer­ 
tainly a big undertak ing for the small 
boy with his sling shot, especially if the 
ornithologist is correct in his statement 
(tf wonderful fecundity of the little bird, 
it begins to breed before the snow has 
disappeared; it raises four to six broods, 
each of four or five young, during the 
season, and their young breed before they 
are six months old. 
Assuming a single 
pair of sparrows to get a good start in 
life and that their progeny all survived, 
the llrst pair would, in one year, have 
produced twenty -ix birds. 
The second 
year would be three hundred and thirty 
eight and the third year forty-three bun 
dred and ninety five. 
Cariy this on to 
the tenth year and the result would be 
175,715, 1*88.608 sparrows, being a few 
more than are needed. 
Of course natural 
causes would interfere with this malhe 
matiea! increase, but these natural causes 
have in en minimized in this country 
in 
England men and boys k ill sparrows for 
sport or gain. 
They are used for food, 
and are good in pie 
The 
sparrow 
hawk and the night hunting owl destroy 
millions of sparrows over there 
The 
breeding se.< ion in England is short but 
here the creatures start housek eeping in 
•lanunry and are alleged to k eep at it mi 
til t 'bristmas. 
Though the little rascal is 
the most fecund of tiio feather tribe and 
neither Canada is too cold nor Texas too 
j hot for it, yet we believe that the law is 
proper and may abate if it does not exter­ 
minate the nuisance.

temple of Joss. 
Death had not brought 
pallor to the face. 
The sk in was of that 
yellow tint it had in life, in common 
with the rent of his race. 
Lee Henn had k illed himself— not by 
s u d d e n and violent means. 
Hi* lungs 
had b« *en eaten away by opium smok ing. 
The face, a* that of a consumptive, was 
pinched and draw n, and tie- high cheek 
bou« *« were made still more prom inent 
by Hu- deep hollows of the cheek s. 
For a time the body was alone, 
Leo 
Henri's countrym en avoid the dead when­ 
ever jKissible. 
They do not neglect the 
dead, however. 
le e Henn’» death had 
been anticipated. 
Before he died other 
Chinamen bad gone to Jam es N aughton, 
an undertak er in M ott street, and en­ 
gaged ids services. 
By and by the un­ 
dertak er came to preparo the txsly for 
burial. 
A Chinaman is never buried in 
any garm ent be has worn in life. There­ 
for**, a now dark blue blouse, black , 
baggy trousers, new sandals and white 
stock ings were bought arid put upon L« *- 
Henn. 
Then ids cue was wrapped loosely 
around ins neck , from left to right, and 
Oil his head was placed a tight fitting 
black sk ull cap, having at its top a k nob 
of red plush. 
After t he body was placed 
in the coffin the room where it Jay was 
prepared for the visits of the dead inan’H 
friends. 
A tin pan filled w ith earth was 
placed at the foot of the coffin, as was 
also a square piece of board. 
THE PROCESSION, 
All was ready. 
A group of Chinamen 
entered. 
Each one walk ed to the foot 
of the coffin chanting, and in the pan of 
e a r t h each man stuck a candle alam t six 
inches long and as thick as a finger, and 
a piece of punk lik e substance of the 
diam eter of a lead pencil. < in the wooden 
isiaril t hey heaped a little pile of paper*. 
Then the priest of the tem ple of Joss lit 
the candles, the punk and the papers. A 
thick , peculiarly smelling smok e from 
the incense filled the little room and 
drifted through the building 
h h the Chi­ 
namen chanted. 
In five minute» the 
candles, punk and papers had burned 
away and the Chinamen went out. 
An 
other group came in, and tin* same cere­ 
mony was repeated until all L**e Henri’s 
friends had tak en their farewell. 
At 2 o’clock the undertak er came, and 
tie* tim e for the trip to Cypress Hills 
cemetery on Long bland was at hand. 
W ithin the ooffirt were placed a fan and 
numerous oblong slips of rice paj*er, on 
which characters were w ritten, and then 
the coffin was tak en to the hearse, which 
stood at the heiM of a procession of five 
carriages. 
On the windows of the car 
riages were pasted long Hlijm of red 
t 
iaper covered with black characters 
nto a wagon in the rear were lifted a 
roast stick ling pig and several Jars of 
boiled rice, 
A Chinaman took his seat 
on the hearse w ith the driver and tlie 
trip was begun. Immediately the China­ 
man on tie* top of the hearse began 
throwing more oblong pieces of pnj*-r 
covered with characters into the 
s t r e e t 
from a bag which he carried. 
This whs to protect the dead man. 
The Evil One always follows a dead 
Chinaman, but before be can catch up 
with the hearse and claim the dead 
man's soul in* m ust plek up and read all 
the pieces of paper thrown from tho 
hearse.

By the time the procession had reached 
the Thirty fourth « tret t ferry the Evil

As soon as the hearse drirve 
onto t be Unit tIn* t hmnnmu scattered the 
slips with a lav i« h hand.
